The  Cemetery  commissioners  hereby  submit  their 
report  for  the  year  1935 : 

The  development  of  the  addition  to  Oak  Knoll  cem- 
etery has  been  carried  forward  by  means  of  Federal  aid 
and  about  six  acres  have  been  graded  and  are  now  ready 
for  the  laying  out  of  lots. 

The  roadways  in  Oak  Knoll  cemetery  have  been 
widened  on  the  hills  making  the  navigation  of  the  sharp 
curves  more  safe  and  somewhat  reducing  the  cost  of 
maintenance. 

Twelve  additional  lots  have  been  given  perpetual 
care,  the  largest  number  in  a  single  year  since  the  fund 
was  established,  and  many  lots  have  been  graded  and 
memorials  placed. 

The  Commissioners  deplore  the  acts  of  vandalism 
committed  in  Oak  Knoll  and  Four  Corners  cemeteries 
and  call  attention  to  the  severe  penalties  that  may  be 
imposed  for  the  desecration  of  burial  grounds.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  year  1935,  625  cases,  not  including  cases 
against  juvenile  offenders,  were  prosecuted  in  the  Dis- 
trict Court  of  Eastern  Hampden  against  592  persons, 
for  offences  committed  within  the  Town  of  Palmer.  Of 
the  persons  brought  before  the  Court  in  these  cases  122 
were  residents  and  470  were  non-residents;  581  were 
males  and  11  were  females.  The  100  drunkenness  cases 
include  cases  against  27  persons  who  were  driving  motor 
vehicles  while  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquors.

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  fact 
that  the  increase  in  auto  traffic  has  also  produced  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  violations  of  the  motor  vehicle 
laws.  In  1934,  there  were  337  motor  vehicle  cases  pro- 
secuted in  the  District  Court  of  Eastern  Hampden, 
whereas  406  cases  were  recorded  in  1935.  The  number 
of  fatal  accidents  also  increased  from  2  in  1934  to  3 
in  1935. 

It  will  interest  many  to  know  that  Arthur  E.  Fitch, 
Clerk  of  the  District  Court  of  Eastern  Hampden,  has 
turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  $4,473.45,  which 
represents  the  Town's  share  of  the  fines  imposed  by  the 
Court  for  the  year  1935.  In  addition  to  this,  David  J. 
Manning,  High  Sheriff  of  Hampden  County,  turned  over 
$79.50,  which  represents  fines  collected  after  the  defend- 
ant had  been  confined  in  the  Hampden  County  jail. 

I  believe  that  the  officers  of  the  Department  have 
endeavored  faithfully  to  do  their  duty,  as  they  have  seen 
it  upon  all  occasions,  and  that  they  have  earned  and 
deserve  the  confidence  and  support  of  the  people  in  their 
work.

The  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Board  organized  with  the  choice  of  Ludwik 
Marhelewicz  as  Chairman  and  Harrison  W.  Thompson 
as  Secretary. 

The  following  appointments  were  made:  Ernest  E. 
Hobson  Town  Counsel;  Harriette  Paine,  Bookkeeper; 
Ralph  E.  Canning,  Burial  Agent ;  David  L.  Bodfish,  Super- 
intendent of  Graves;  M.  Scott  French,  Chief  Engineer; 
Michael  H.  Davitt,  Inspector  of  Animals ;  Henry  Ruckley, 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  Robert  L.  McDonald, 
Clerk  of  highway  matters.  During  the  year  Michael  H. 
Davitt,  Inspector  of  Animals,  died  and  Joseph  Marhele- 
wicz was  appointed  to  that  office. 

The  board  has  attended  to  the  several  matters  of 
highway  construction  and  repairs  specifically  voted  by 
the  town  at  the  last  annual  and  special  meetings.  There 
was  unfortunately  a  delay  in  starting  two  of  the  projects, 
namely,  the  Whipple  Crossing  Bridge  over  the  Ware 
River  and  the  construction  of  the  new  highway  from 
Bondsville  to  Palmer.  The  delay  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  State  cut  down  its  promised  appropriation 
fifteen  per  cent  and  inasmuch  as  the  votes  of  the  town 
authorizing  these  projects  were  conditional  upon  the 
receipt  of  a  definite  named  sum  of  money  from  the 
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County  and  State,  work  could  not  be  begun  until  the 
matter  was  straightened  out.  After  much  negotiation 
the  fifteen  per  cent  reduction  by  the  Commonwealth  was 
restored  and  work  immediately  undertaken  and  has 
progressed  very  favorably.  The  Whipple  Crossing  Bridge 
is  nearly  ready  for  use. 

The  Board  has  arranged  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  the  Commissioners  of  Hampden  County 
for  assistance  in  the  construction  of  a  new  highway 
between  the  villages  of  Three  Rivers  and  Thorndike. 
The  estimated  cost  is  $20,000.00  The  Commonwealth 
has  agreed  to  contribute  $10,000.00,  the  County  $5,000.00, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $5,000.00  for  the  town  to  contribute. 
A  suitable  article  providing  for  this  project  has  been 
inserted  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  meeting. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  given  its  attention 
to  securing  P.  W.  A.  projects  and  has  had  the  valuable 
assistance  of  the  local  administrator,  Henry  W.  Hol- 
brook.  In  this  connection  it  might  be  of  interest  to 
state  that  during  the  period  from  April  1,  1934  to  Decem- 
ber 1,  1935,  the  average  number  of  persons  employed 
(24  hours  per  week)  has  been  164;  that  the  average 
wage  per  hour  was  57<*.  During  this  period  of  87  weeks 
there  has  been  expended  for  various  projects  in  the  town 
Federal  funds  for  labor  to  the  amount  of  $194,724.91, 
and  local  funds  for  equipment  and  materials  to  the 
amount  of  $48,520.30.  This  sum  of  $48,520.30  is  made 
up  of  $33,428.30  contributed  by  the  town,  $14,230.93 
contributed  by  the  Palmer  Fire  District,  $411.07  by  the 
Commonwealth  and  $450.00  by  popular  subscription  to 
the  Playground  Association.  The  Board  feels  that  be- 
cause of  its  already  having  secured  a  number  of  projects 
providing  for  the  construction  of  so-called  "Farm  to 
Market  Roads"  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  expend  as 
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much  money  this  year  as  last  for  co-operation  in  Federal 
projects. 

The  Board  suggests  that  the  same  amount  as  last 
year  be  appropriated  for  the  Reserve  Fund  to  take  care 
of  unforeseen  and  emergency  matters. 

Recommendations  for  appropriations  for  1936  are 
not  published  herewith  in  order  to  save  expense,  but 
they  have  been  filed  with  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  Board  appreciates  the  co-operation  and  assist- 
ance given  to  it  by  all  the  officials  of  the  town  and  others 
during  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  Town  Bookkeeper,  which  follows, 
is  made  a  part  of  the  Selectmen's  Report.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  of  the  town  of  Palmer 
for  the  period  from  May  31,  1934  to  June  1,  1935,  made  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made 
to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Ac- 
counts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  of 
the  town  of  Palmer  for  the  period  from  May  31,  1934,  the 
date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  June  1,  1935,  preparatory 
to  a  recommitment  of  taxes  to  a  new  collector,  and  sub- 
mit the  following  report  thereon : 

The  taxes  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous 
audit  were  checked,  and  all  subsequent  commitment  lists 
of  town  and  district  taxes  were  added  and  proved  with 
the  warrants  of  the  assessors  committing  the  taxes  for 
collection.  The  collections,  as  recorded  on  the  cash  books, 
were  checked  in  detail  to  the  commitment  books,  the  pay- 
ments to  the  town  and  district  treasurers  were  compared 
with  the  treasurers'  cash  book  records,  the  recorded 
abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors'  record  of 
abatements  granted,  the  amounts  transferred  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  checked,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved  with  the  bookkeeper's  adjusted 
ledger  accounts. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  vertified  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap- 
peared on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town. 
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Replies  received  from  a  number  of  persons  to  the  ef- 
fect that  their  taxes  were  paid  but  not  credited  on  the 
books  of  the  collector  were  investigated  and  it  was  found, 
upon  checking  the  postings,  that  the  accounts  in  question 
had  been  paid  and  entered  on  the  cash  books  of  the  col- 
lector but  had  not  been  posted  on  the  commitment  books 
to  the  credit  of  the  taxpayers.  From  the  remaining  re- 
plies received  it  appears  that  the  outstanding  accounts, 
as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  collector's  cash  balance  on  June  1,  1935,  as  called 
for  by  the  several  cash  books,  was  verified  by  actual 
count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  on  the  above  date  and  by  a 
reconciliation  of  the  bank  account  with  a  statement  re- 
ceived from  the  bank  of  deposit.  As  may  be  seen  from 
the  appended  table  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  col- 
lector's cash  there  was,  on  the  above  date,  excess  cash  of 
$736.37.  This  unidentified  cash  of  the  collector  was  paid 
into  the  town  treasury  on  July  2,  1935  and  is  to  be  held 
as  a  reserve  to  provide  for  any  claims  of  payment  of 
taxes  now  carried  on  the  books  as  outstanding  but  which 
may  subsequently  be  proved  as  having  been  paid  and  not 
entered  on  the  books. 

The  tax  title  deeds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer 
were  listed  and  proved  with  the  books  of  the  collector 
and  the  bookkeeper,  and  were  verified  by  checking  with 
the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  amounts  outstanding  on  each  of  the  several  tax 
levies  on  the  audit  date  were  furnished  to  the  board  of 
assessors  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  recommitment  to 
the  new  collector. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  sum- 
maries of  tax  accounts  and  reconciliation  of  the  collect- 
or's cash. 
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While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  co-operation 
was  extended  by  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of 
my  assistants  and  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

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Report  of 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

I  herewith  present  my  twenty-fifth  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Palmer.  This  is  the  forty- 
third  in  the  series  of  reports  issued  by  the  superinten- 
dents of  the  Town. 

ATTENDANCE 

The  attendance  statistics  for  the  school  year  of 
1934-35  were  as  follows: — Enrollment,  2,234;  Average 
Membership,  2,068.156;  Average  Attendance,  1,994.732;  ' 
Per  Cent  of  Attendance,  96.449 ;  Tardinesses,  478. 

During  the  twenty-four  years  of  my  incumbency, 
the  average  percentage  has  been  96.27%.  An  attainment 
of  95  %  for  percentage  of  attendance  is  regarded  as  ideal. 

HEALTH  WORK 

Excellent  health  work  is  done  in  your  schools  by  the 
school  nurse  and  the  school  physicians.  They  perform 
a  social  service  of  inestimable  value. 

The  annual  physical  examination  this  fall  has  dis- 
closed these  defects: — Skin,  150;  Teeth,  509;  Eyes,  1; 
Throat,  150;  Thyroid  Gland,  5;  Heart,  2;  Nose,  2;  Neck

Glands,  6.  With  the  exception  of  teeth,  throat,  and  skin, 
the  number  of  defects  is  not  high. 

This  fall  one  hundred  two  (102)  school  children  and 
thirty-six  (36)  pre-school  children  were  given  Toxin 
Anti  Toxin  preventive  for  Diphtheria. 

A  1934  report  on  the  status  of  immunization  among 
school  children  in  the  State  revealed  these  facts: — In 
Group  IA,  cities  of  25,000  and  above,  64%  have  been  im- 
munized; in  Group  IB,  cities  between  10,000  and  25,000, 
58%  ;  in  Group  II — our  group — towns  of  5,000  to  10,000, 
64 %  ;  Group  III,  under  5,000,  41%  ;  State,  48%.  Pal- 
mer's 81%  far  exceeds  any  of  these  and  shows  the 
effectiveness  of  the  work  that  has  been  done. 

Probably  with  this  year's  immunization,  about  85% 
of  our  total  school  enrollment  has  been  immunized.  The 
reason  for  such  a  high  percentage  is  the  fact  that,  in 
addition  to  the  large  clinic  held  some  ten  years  ago  when 
this  work  was  initiated  locally,  a  yearly  clinic  is  held 
whereby  all  new  pupils  and  any  old  pupils  not  immunized 
are  given  the  opportunity  to  secure  this  immunity. 

Fourteen  (14)  of  our  school  children,  pre-tuber- 
cularly  inclined  or  contacts,  spent  a  total  of  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two  (352)  days  this  summer  at  Camp 
Frederic  Edwards,  the  preventorium  of  the  Hampden 
County  Tuberculosis  Association,  where  they  showed  an 
average  gain  in  weight  of  three  pounds. 

Tubercular  clinics,  where  both  children  and  adults 
were  examined,  were  held  in  which  the  Von-Pirquet — 
the  skin — test,  and  X-Ray,  if  necessary,  were  given. 
This  work  has  been  done  yearly  for  some  sixteen  years. 
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Through  the  local  Red  Cross,  local  Rotary  Club,  and 
other  agencies,  glasses  have  been  purchased;  tonsils  and 
adenoids  have  been  removed;  and  teeth  have  been  ex- 
tracted. The  Rotary  Club  this  year  has  financed  teeth 
and  tonsil  removal  for  some  thirty  (30)  pupils.  The 
Town  should  provide  money  for  the  doing  of  this  work. 

PROMOTIONS 

The  promotion  statistics  in  the  grades  for  the  last 
school  year  were  as  follows: — Number  of  Pupils,  1,444; 
Promoted  Unconditionally,  1,192 — Percent,  82.55;  Pro- 
moted Conditionally,  162 — Percent,  11.22;  Not  Promoted, 
90— Percent,  6.23. 

SCHOOL  SAVINGS 

The  report  of  school  savings  for  the  last  school  year, 
September,  1934,  to  July,  1935,  is  as  follows: — Number 
of  Collections,  192;  Number  of  Deposits,  13,137;  Amount 
of  Deposits,  $3,775.97. 

The  combined  School  Savings  from  date  of  inception, 
November  1,  1921,  to  July  1,  1935,  are — Number  of  De- 
posits, 306,463;  Amount  of  Deposits,  $84,175.99. 

"OUR  BIT" 

During  the  past  four  years,  the  School  Department 
has  made  a  strenuous  effort  to  economize  in  every  parti- 
cular with  as  little  resultant  damage  as  possible  to  the 
boys  and  girls.  The  public  pays  the  bills  and  is,  therefore, 
in  our  opinion,  entitled  to  know  what  has  been  done  to 
effect  this  economy. 

Any  statement  or  statements  contained  herein  are 
not  "boasts",  but  are,  rather,  a  plain,  ungarnished  set- 
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ting  forth  of  truth.  No  credit  or  praise  is  sought,  simple 
duty  has  been  performed.  The  public  should  have  these 
facts.  Its  judgment  should  be  based  upon  these  facts. 

Briefly,  the  portrayal  is  as  follows: 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPENDITURES 

These  figures  give  the  total  expenditures  yearly  for 
a  period  of  ten  years.   They  tell  their  own  story. 


The  amount  expended  in  1934  was  $38,604.10  less 
than  in  1925. 

In  1932,  the  schools  requested  $181,454.40;  a  10% 
cut  was  made,  leaving  an  appropriation  of  $163,308.97 ; 
the  schools  spent  only  $157,331.31.  The  cut  was 
$18,145.44.  They  met  the  cut  and  added  a  further  saving 
of  $5,977.65,  or  $24,123.09  in  all— 13^%. 

The  expenditures  in  1934  were  $30,295.40  less  than 
the  1932  request. 

Another  picture  of  the  economy  practised  is  shown 
in  this  table  covering  a  nine-year  period.

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These  expenditures  show  that  there  has  been  a  more 
or  less  steady  decline  since  1925  when  the  Thorndike 
Mills  were  closed.  It  will  be  noted  in  particular  that, 
during  the  past  three  years,  the  budget  has  been  con- 
siderably less  than  formerly.  In  fact,  for  the  past  three 
years,  the  schools  have  been  operated  upon  about  75% 
of  what  the  budget  would  have  been,  were  times  normal. 
The  normal  appropriation  should  be  $190,000  to  $200,000 
per  year;  instead,  it  has  been,  approximately,  $150,000. 
This  is  $40,000  to  $50,000  less.  This  low  budget  has 
been  maintained  in  spite  of  the  fact  that,  within  this 
period,  the  high  school  enrollment  has  practically  doubled. 
300  to  400  pupils  have  been  taken  from  the  low-cost- 
grade-school  level  to  the  higher-cost-high-school  level, 
a  difference  of  $35  to  $40  per  pupil.  Had  allowance  been 
made  for  this  shift,  on  the  basis  of  the  cost  per  pupil  in 
the  high  school,  $15,000  would  have  been  asked  for. 
Provisions  have  been  made  for  housing  the  overflow  in 
the  old  high  school  building,  which  this  fall  was  com- 
pletely given  over  to  the  high  school.  Our  enrollment 
this  fall  was  740  in  the  high  school,  an  increase  of  over 
400  in  five  years.  Additional  teachers  in  the  last  three 
years  have  had  to  be  provided  to  the  extent  of  seven. 
These  additions  have  been  taken  care  of  by  doubling  up  in 
the  grades  and  thereby  not  increasing  the  total  number 
of  teachers.  A  very  difficult  situation  has  been  met  with 
practically  no  increased  cost  to  the  Town. 

A  rough  picture  of  the  way  in  which  the  $40,000 
per  year  has  been  saved  the  past  three  or  four  years  is 
as  follows: — Salary  cuts  initiated  some  three  years  ago 
amounted  to  $13,000.  A  rough  comparison,  sub-division 
by  sub-division,  of  the  budgets  for  several  years  back 
shows  these  savings: — General  Expenses,  $1,500;  Teach- 
ers' Salaries,  $8,000;  Textbooks  and  Supplies,  $1,600; 
Transportation,  $8,000;  Music,  Manual  Training  and 
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Drawing,  $2,000;  Repairs,  $1,500;  Maintenance  of  Build- 
ings and  Grounds,  $2,000;  Other  Expenses,  $3,000;  Fur- 
niture and  Furnishings,  $1,000;  Commercial,  $500; 
Total,  $37,100. 

How  were  these  savings  effected?  Since  1925, 
Coppus  Blowers  and  buckwheat  coal  have  averaged  about 
$5,000  in  yearly  savings.  In  addition,  wholesale  buying 
of  coal  saved  another  $1,200  this  year. 

Transportation  change  has  averaged  a  saving  of 
$8,000  a  year  for  three  years.  This  year  a  rough  com- 
pilation of  the  cost  of  transportation  which  was  being 
done  this  fall  shows  that,  upon  the  old  basis  where  were 
employed  busses  and  the  street  railway,  the  transporta- 
tion would  cost  $22,000,  whereas  the  contract  price  for 
such  transportation  is  $10,600,  easily  a  saving  of  $11,000. 

In  1932,  a  drop  of  $100,000  in  insurance  coverage 
saved  $2,000,  with  a  yearly  saving  of  about  $400. 

Textbooks  and  Supplies  have  been  held  to  the  mini- 
mum— so  much  so,  that,  in  the  grades,  most  of  our  books 
are  in  a  deplorable  condition.  Inside  information  has 
saved  well  over  $1,000  a  year  in  supply  purchases. 

Teaching  load  in  the  high  school  has  increased  from 
20  to  30  pupils  a  teacher.  Were  the  old  rate  of  load  of 
pupil  per  teacher  maintained,  instead  of  24  teachers,  35 
teachers  would  be  needed  in  the  high  school  this  fall. 
Two  district  schools  have  been  closed  at  a  net  annual 
saving  of  $2,500. 

Grades  have  been  doubled  up;  vacancies  have  not 
been  filled.  There  are  about  10  less  teachers  in  the 
grades.   Some  of  the  increased  teaching  corps  in  the  high 
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school  has  been  supplied  by  using  grade  teachers.  With 
a  100%,  and  more,  increase  in  high  school  enrollment, 
the  total  spent  on  high  school  is  not  much  more.  Space 
has  been  found  by  ingenuity  and  planning;  there  has 
been  no  "cry"  for  an  addition  to  the  high  school.  Another 
increase  of  100  high  school  pupils  developed  in  the  fall; 
no  additional  money  was  asked  to  care  for  them.  A 
drop  of  over  60%  in  the  cost  per  pupil  has  taken  place 
in  the  high  school  during  the  past  several  years. 

COST 

This  is  a  reiteration,  but  should  be  called  to  the 
public's  attention.  The  State  Department  of  Education 
for  the  year  ended  November  30,  1935,  in  its  latest  re- 
port shows  some  interesting  facts  regarding  educational 
costs.  This  report  analyzes  the  cost  per  pupil  in  every 
town  and  city  in  the  State.  The  cost-per-pupil  basis 
of  figuring  is  the  same  as  is  used  in  business  where  the 
cost-per-unit  is  figured. 

There  are  355  towns  and  cities  in  the  State,  which 
are  divided  into  four  groups:  Group  I,  Cities  (There  are 
39.) ;  Group  II,  Towns  of  5,000  Population  or  over — Pal- 
mer is  a  member  of  this  group  (There  are  83.) ;  Group 
III,  Towns  of  less  than  5,000  Population  and  Maintaining 
High  Schools  (There  are  108.) ;  Group  IV,  Towns  of  less 
than  5,000  Population  and  Not  Maintaining  High  Schools 
(There  are  123.). 

The  average  cost  per  pupil  based  on  average  mem- 
bership for  each  Group,  the  State,  and  Palmer  is  as  fol- 
lows:

Palmer's  cost  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1934  is  $18.10 
less  than  that  of  Group  I;  $9.74  less  than  that  of  Group 
II,  her  own  group;  $12.18  less  than  that  of  Group  III;

Compare  Palmer's  average — $68.53 — of  the  average 
costs  for  the  seventeen  years  with  that  of  each  Group 
and  of  the  State.  It  is  $17.21  less  than  that  of  Group  1 ; 
$9.14  less  than  that  of  Group  II;  $13.51  less  than  that  of 
Group  III ;  $21.23  less  than  that  of  Group  IV ;  $17.32  less 
than  that  of  the  State. 

On  the  basis  of  relative  rank  for  the  355  towns  and 
cities  in  the  State,  Palmer,  for  20  years,  had  an  average 
rank  of  293. 
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During  these  20  years,  Palmer  ranked  67th  in  popu- 
lation, and  only  293rd  in  cost  per  pupil.  In  other  words, 
while  ranking  practically  in  the  first  sixth  in  the  State 
in  population,  Palmer  has  ranked  practically  in  the  last 
sixth  in  cost  per  pupil. 

DEPARTMENTAL  COMPARISONS 

In  1929,  the  costs  of  the  various  Town  Departments 
were  compared  with  those  in  1919.  The  departments 
were  as  follows General  Government;  Protection  of 
Persons  and  Property;  Health ;  Highways ;  Charities;  and 
Education.  The  percentage  of  increases  in  1929  over 
1919  was  as  follows: 


A  similar  comparison  between  the  years  1931  and 
1934  has  been  made.  The  year  1931  is  taken  because 
that  is  the  last  year  before  salary  and  other  cuts;  1934 
is  taken  because  that  is  the  last  fiscal  year.  The  per- 
centage of  increase  or  decrease  in  1934  over  1931  is  as 
follows :

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These  comparisons  are  not  made  with  any  thought 
or  desire  to  cast  aspersions  on  any  other  department. 
They  are  made  to  show  that  the  School  Department 
has  not  been  out  of  line  in  any  increase  or  decrease  in 
cost  of  operation. 

REIMBURSEMENTS 

Our  appropriation  for  this  year  was  $156,000;  our 
re-imbursements  were  $32,056.78;  the  net  amount  to  be 
raised  by  taxation  was  $123,943.22.  This  $32,056.78  is 
turned  over  directly  to  the  Town  Treasurer  and  is  not 
expended  by  the  School  Department. 

TEN  YEAR  COMPARISON 

A  study  of  costs  per  pupil  in  average  membership 
in  the  high  school,  elementary  schools,  and  all  the  schools 
over  a  period  of  the  past  ten  years  shows  that,  from 
1930  to  1935,  there  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  all. 
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Per  Pupil 
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A  study  of  these  facts  and  figures  shows  that 
economy  has  been  rather  religiously  practiced  by  the 
school  department  the  past  few  years.  A  further  study 
will  reveal  that,  on  a  state-wide  comparative  basis,  Pal- 
mer has  always  been  frugal.  If  not,  how  can  anyone 
account  for  the  low  position  of  293  out  of  a  possible  355 
towns  and  cities  in  relative  per-pupil  cost? 

None  can  gainsay  such  facts  and  figures.  Such  a 
financial  statement  would  be  the  pride  of  any  business 
organization,  for,  on  such  a  low-unit  cost  of  production, 
competition  could  be  easily  met  with  a  profit  for  the 
company.  The  operation  of  the  schools  is  a  business 
proposition  and  should  be  judged  accordingly. 

CONCLUSION 

This  report  is  brief — an  economy  measure.  It  is 
a  statement  of  past  events,  with  no  recommendations 
for  the  future.  Fuller  information  will  be  supplied  upon 
request. 

The  support,  moral  and  financial,  during  these  trying 
days  that  the  people  of  Palmer  have  accorded  the  schools 
is  deeply  appreciated.  Remember  the  schools  are  yours 
and  they  stand  or  fall  at  your  response.

under  tax  title  procedure  provided  that  the  selectmen  or 
whomsoever  they  may  authorize  to  hold  such  public 
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auction  may  reject  any  bid  which  they  deem  inadequate, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.
